ROLLS COURT— Yrarrnpay. 
O'Reilly v. Foley. 

This was a cause petition filed on behalf of the petitioner, 
and praying that the solicitor of a deceased lady might be 
compelled’ to pay a sum of money (Ks) lent by her, in 
accordance with his advice, upon the security of a debt. It 
appeared that originally the money had been a trust fund, 
and that, after the lapse of several years, marriage articles 
were produced, prior to which articles, and the claims of the 

rties under them, the judgment security wae dated. The 
ady who lent the amount had since died, and the objoct of 
the petition was to make the solicitor responsible. The case 
was opened on a former occasion, and the arguments were 
resumed yesterday. 

Mr. R. Foley (with Mr. Brewster, Q.C.; and Mr. J. A. 
Lawson, (J. C.), for the respondent, addressed the court at 
some length. 

Mr. William Smith (with Mr. Edward Sallivan, QC.) 
followed for the petitioner. 

Numerous authorities were cited at both sides 

The Master of the Rolls said his impression was, that the 
presept case went much further than any of the authorities 
cited, in establishing that a solicitor was responsible for any 
breach of trust. The question here was, whether Mr. Foley, 
the solicitor, was a trustee himself directly, and, if ao, whe 

ther by his acts he had made himself responsible to the 
court. He (Master of the Rolle) felt great difficulty in say 

ing these acts did amount to a breach of trust in Mr. Foley. 
He did not think anything had been shown which proved 
an actual or constructive fraud. The act was, no doubt, a 
most imprudent ene, but he had no hesitation in saying, 
that when Mr. Foley lent the money he thought it was a 
hona fide loan. and did not believe the security to be bad. 
Mr. Foley was a professimal gentleman, and part of the 
transaction was, that by this loan be derived an actual bene- 
fit to himself. His sister, Mrs. O'Reilly, could not have 
known the difference between a security by judgment 


and a security by mortgage, and his (Master of the 


Rolls) inion was, that the weight of evidence proved 
Mr. O'Reilly was cognisant of all the matters. He was 


cowvinced that M Mra. (Reilly had not married, the 


sult would never have been brought before 
the court, for it was plain that the preceedings were those of 
ber husband, aad not of her.

Dixon v. Cowan. 
Mr. Hemphill, 0.C., moved, on behalf of the plaintiff. to 


set aside certain special defences ile! to the demurrer and 


plaint. The action was brought by the plaintiff, who is the 
public weighmaster for butter in the town of Tí perary, for 
alleged illegal ueurpatien of. and interference with, his office. 
The sammons and plaint stated that the defendant exercised 
the office of weighmaster in that town, and opened a public 
weighhouse, at which butter was weighed, and levied cer- 
tain charges for the weighing, by reason of which the 
plaintiff’ sustained damage. ‘The defences stated that defen- 
dant, with other butter merchants in the towa of Tipperary, 
had butter weighed in their private stores by their private 
servants, for private persons who voluntarily came to them 
to sell their butter. Counsel contended that these pleas 
amounted neither to a traverse of the complaint set forth 
nor a confession in avoidance, and thal it was, therefore. 
bad. The case invaived an important question of right and 
title, which might ultimately be decided by the House of 
Lords. It was eet down for trial atthe next Waterford 
ass cee. 

Mr. Exham, for the defendant. sail the pleas were true in 
substance and fact, and raised the one wee that could be 
fairly raised in the case. 

Mr. Justice O'Dirien said the pleas might be amended by 
adding that the defendant did not otherwise exercise the 
office than in the manner stated by him.

SIR J. HUDSON'S REPLY. 

In reply toa communication from Lord John Russell, 
asking for information respecting certain allegations of 
undue infiuence said to have been used by the Sardinian 
Government in Central Italy, Sir J. Hudson writes as 
follows, under date Turin, Dec. 25 :— 

With reference to your lordship’s despatch of the 
12th instant, upon the subject of the alleged “ terrorism’ 
and Sardinian agency in the Duchies and Romagna, in- 
quiring what other proofs there are than the recorded votes 
of the Assemblies, of the satisfaction of the people and 
tranquillity of the country in the Duchies and 
and desiring to know what truth there is in the charge 
repeatedly brought by Count Rechberg of Sardinian 
agency in Venetia, and even in the Tyrol, I have the 
honour to state that I believe this impucation of the 
exercise of “terrorism” by 8 to be purely 
gratuitous and imaginary. 

I think that proof of what I venture to advance may 
be seen by any dispassionate person in the following 
facts. 

Tuscany never so clearly and explicitly declared her 
desire for annexation to Sardinia as after the departure 
of M. Buoncompagni. At Bologna, and in the Ro- 
magua generally, the so-called Piedmontese party in- 
creased in numbers, compactness, and determination 
as soon as Massimo d’Azeglio and the Piedmontes, 
troops quitted that country. 

The declarations in Central Italy in favour of mo- 
narchy and constitutional government were vastly 
augmented by the peace of Villafranca. Numbers of 
persons who, before that event, were either lukewarm 
or had taken but a small share in political affairs, became 
upon the publication of the terms of that instrument 
active, eager, and ardent partisans for annexation to 
Sardinia. 

In the month of last August, two Piedmontese depu- 
ties, MM. Valerio and Brofferio, both of the Extreme 
Lett, visited Central Italy. They are both popular 
orators ; they made speeches in accordance with their 
political principles ; they were not listened to, because 
public opinion judged them at once as too radical, as 
not sufficiently monarchical. 

It is notorious that Tuscany entreated the Sardinian 
Government to choose and appoint a Sardinian officer 
gs Minister of War for Tuscany, and that Sardinia re- 
fel, and persisted in her refusal till it became evi- 
dent that net to send there an efficient officer would 
have led to disorder; and ultimately, in behalf of 
order, an officer (Cadorna) was sent, whose reputation 
is «> well known as a good soldier as to require no ex- 
cus: for this act on the pert of Sardinia. Your Jord- 
ship is aware that since hi- appointment, and that of 
General Fanti, who by birth is a Parmesan, the army 
of Central Italy has given abundant proofs of di 
cipline, order, and subordination ; this nomination of 
the Sardinian Government was made in no spirit of 
propagandism or of covetousness ; if was wrung from 
them by necessity, and ior the sake of maintaining 
order ina neighbouring and friendly State. 

1 know that General La Marmora was scrupulous in 
the recall of every Piedmontese soldier after the signa- 
ture ot the peace of Villafranca ; but how was the 
Pieimontese Government to prevent a publicexpression 
in Central Italy in favour of monarchy and constitu- 
tional principles? The preceding facts prove that they 
did not provoke it ; and, indeed, ifall those persons in 
Central Italy who advocated annexation to Piedmont 
were the paid agents of Piedmont, as seems to be insi- 
nuated, it is quite certain that the Piedmontese trearury 
would by this time be insolvent, 

That Cengral Italy not only was not paid, but, ina 
very 2 1 is a loser by supporting annex- 
ation, is, I think, proved by the destruetion of the pri vi- 
leges which Leghorn possessed as a free port; and yet 
Leghorn never complained ; and the Livornese and 
Florentines said, and say, that public order commenced 
with the revolution. 

Tue one solitary outburst of popular hatred and vio- 
lence which occurred at Parma, by the murder of 
Anviti, was the signal for one general expression 
of disgust and reprobation on the part of Central and 
Northern Italy. 

I need offer to your lordship no proof of the general 
feeling of detestation in which the government of the 
Romagna by the priests has been, and is, held by the 

ple of those provinees ; yet Cardinal Viale Prela, 
the author of the Austro-Papal Concordat, walks the 
streets of Bologna unmolested. This prelate, to judge 
from his pastorals, would appear to be a candidate for 
martyrdom, yet not a finger has been lifted against him 
or anv of his colleagues. 

At Ravenna, on the recent occasion of the death of 
Cardinal Falco ert, his funeral was attended by crowds 
of all ranks and conditions.

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of the report, 
said it was necessary for him to make a few observations 
with regard to the affairs of the company—its past his- 
tory, its present condition, and its future prospects. 
At the last meeting of the company, held on the 22nd 
of October, 1858, the directors and shareholders were 
pleased to do him the houour of electing him as one of thc ir 
directors, and immediately after they conferred on him 
the additional honour of appointing him to be chairman 
of the company. He wished briefly to state the reasons 
which induced him to accept that office, as it was one 
for which he thought he was not fitted by any previous 
experience, nor was it one for which he had either taste 
orinclination. He did not accept it until circumstances 
appeared to indicate that, if he did not do so, there would 
not be any person found to fill it possessing an equal 
amount of interest in the company, or greater facilities 
for attending to its business. The genthmen who had 
previously managed the affairs of the company decided 
that the seat of the direction should be in London, and 
the circumstance of his residing within a very easy 
distance of London, taken together with the large 
interests he had in the aff.irs of the company, almost 
greater than any one else appeared, he might say with- 
out presum} tion, to point him out as the natural chairman 
of the company. (liear, hear.) In such a manner as 
that he did not think he could refuse. He would 
nut say that he did not undertake the office without a 
fuil knowledge of the many difficulties to be encoun- 
tered, but he did not wish it to be understood that he 
regretted having accepted it. If he were able in any 
way to advance the interests of the company, he would 
be sufficiently gratified and rewarded ; and so long as 
the undertaking should be in progress, it would be 
gratifying to him to continue to afford any support and 
influence iu his power. In speaking on this subject, 
he would be sorry not to take the ——— of beur- 
ing testimony to the kindness and sujport which he 
had received from his colleagues, Messrs Chapman and 
Notuian, who were railway men of long and extensive 
experience, and who had given the most valuable as- 
sistance to the administration of the Dublin and Meath 
Railway Company; and he hoped the shareholders 
would appreciate the paramount importance of having 
such men on the board of direction. He spoke parti- 
eularly on this subject, because many people fancied 
that a set of country gentlemen, withent any 
previous experience, were perfectly well able, without 
assistance, to carry on the affaire of a railway 
company, and many le likewise had a very great 
horror, owing to particular instances of mismanage- 
ment, to the class of gentlemen who were professionally 
known as railway men. (Laughter.) However, that 
was an opinion which, although right in its origin, 
might be pushed toan absurd and mischievous extreme. 
And that was the case when it was pushed to the ex 
treme of ignoring men possessing experience, and who 
were practically acquainted with railway business. It 
should be remembered that their railway system had 
become such a great and complicated thing, containing 
so many and various elements acting and re-acting on 
each other, that it had become a regular science, which, 
like any other practical science, could only be acquired 
by practical acquaintance and experience. Therefore 
it was important that, when a new railway scheme was 
organised, there should be on its board of directors 
gentiemen who were qualified by experience, and their 
acquaintanceship with the many diversified ques- 
tious which should necessarily arise in the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of a railway company. In 
reference to the olticers of their company, he could sa ye 
in perfect sincerity, and without any desire whatever 
to flatter, that the company had been most fortunate in 
obtaining their services, but that might nut always be 
the case, and therefore it was desirable that those who 
directed railway business should be known and recog- 
nised as men of experience in such matters. (Hear, 
hear,) In speaking of the progress of their undertaking 
since the last general meeting, he wished he could state 
that it had been supported as it deserved by the per- 
sons who would be most benefited by it. He regretted 
to say, that amongst those persons there was a sort of 
apathy, it not contempt, which was perfectly marvellous, 
evinced as to the success of the undertaking.

Persons not conversant with 
railway matters might fancy that one kind of ar- 
rangement ws as fair and equitable as another, but 
he would be very much disappointed if he did not 
make it appear otherwise. hen a railway was 
worked on the principle of a per-centage, the work- 
ing expenses included everything incidental to the train 
in motion,the locomotive charges, renovation of the road, 
&c., and thus out of every pound that was earned the 
shareholders knew every shilling they were to receive, 
but by a train mileage agreement—until the accounts 
were balanced, the shareholders could not tell w hat they 
were to receive. Such an arrangement was always 
attended with disputes and disagreements, and in Eng- 
land or Scotland there was not such a thing to be found 
as an arrangement for working according to train 
mileage. (Heur, hear.) The system originally did pre- 
vail, but all such agreements, without exception 
had been thrown up and abandoned. He was not afraid 
of being contradicted when he asserted that the mana- 
ger of any railway company in England would re- 
cate the adoption of a train mileage agreement such as 
had been proposed to them by the Midland Great West- 
ern Company. The directors of the Meath Company 
would not be doing their duty to the shareholders if 
they had given their consent to an agreement which 
they believed would be disastrous to their interests. 
(Hear, hear.) An objection had been made to their 
proposed extension, on the ground that there was a 
jaraliel line; but of any objection that cyuld pos- 
sibly be raised, that was the most far-fetched 
and g'oundlese Ue would not discuss the intrinsk 
merits of the proposed extension, without reference to 
the great system of railway communication which he 
thoug tit was destined to form a part of. He regarded 
it as a component part of that great system, and a con- 
necting unk of the great trunk line. If there was any- 
thing that could be predicted with certainty, it was that 
all obvious gaps in the great line of railway commun 
cation would speedily be filled up, and all glaring de- 
ficiencies in the system ren edied.

(Hear, hear.) In any point of view it was contrary to 
public policy that any one company should be permitted 
to embarrass an extensive district.

lin, but he hoped something might yet be done to have 
a further vegociation with the Midland Company on the 
subject.

Pants, Fatpay.—The Moniteur publishes a circular, 
lated 12th Feb., from M. Thouvenal, to the French 
Ambassador at Rome. In it he examines the causes of 
the present state of affairs in the Legations, and states to 
whom belongs the responsibility for the evil.

IMPORTANT MEETING OF THE BELFAST 

LINEN TRADE. 

A very important meeting of the linen-yarn manufac- 
turers and merchants of Belfast was held in the Town 
Hall, on Thursday, to consider the question of the 
French treaty as bearing on the linen trade. The at- 
tendance was very large, including almost all the linen 
manufacturers ot Belfast and the surrounding district, 
besides other gentlemen interested in the staple trade 
of Ulster. 

The chair was occupied by the Mayor. 

The Chairman said it had been represented to him that 
the maximum duty of 30 per cent., or even the deferred 
maximum rate, would be almost prohibitory. He did 
not intend to offer any opinion upon the subject, but 
would leave it in the hands of the meeting. He would 
say, however, that he would rejoice to see a commercial 
treaty concluded with France, conferring reciprocal ad 
vantages, and extending their commercial relations with 
that country. He would look upon it as the best gua 
rantee in the world for the maintenance of peace 
amd good feeling between their nearest neighbours and 
themselves. 

Mr. Thomas M'Clure, J. P., moved the first resolution 
— That this meeting views with satisfaction the pro- 
bability of extending commercial relations with France, 
amd consider the proposition to reduce the duties on 
wines and French produce on the one hand, and on 
British manufactures dh the other, if carried into effeet, 
at rates of duty likely to cause a fair commercial iater- 
change, will be highly bo neficial and advantageous to 
both countries.” He: knew there was a great deal of 
difference of opinion as to whether the present treaty 
was the best way of extending their commercial rela- 
tions. He thought the Government had acted wisely; 
and as the duties on both sides were not to be made a 
matter of bargain, he thought the arrangement should 
be such as would admita fair interchange of productions. 
(Hear, bear.) 

Mr. J. Hind seconded the motion. He believed that 
the maximum rate of 30, or even 25 per cent., would 
place the manufacturers in a very pertious position, and 
would, in fact, annihilate h little trade they had with 
France. That trade hal decreased from about 
£1,000,000 per annum to 415,000 ; and the ad valorem 
duty bow proposed would put an end to even the pre 
sent small trade. 

The motion was put and passed unanimously.

TRIAL OF MR. WHITWORTH’S RIFLED 
CANNON. 

A correspondent of the Times gives a very full report 
of the first experimental trial of the ranges and ac- 
curacy of Mr. Whitworth's breech-loading cannon. 
The results are described as really astonishing. The 
experiment took place at Southfort, near Liverpool, 
with a charge of 7) oz, of powder. The shot was thrown 
a distance of 6,910 yards and only 2 yards to the left of 
the true line. The charge ot powder was then increased, 
and the elevation of the gun raised 35 degrees. The 
progress then made was really extraordinary ; one shot 
foil at 9,059 yards, 10 yards to the right, and the 4th at 
the immense range of 9,164 yards, and 22 yards to the 
right of the two lines. The 80-pounder was then 
loaded, at 5 degrees clevation, with lbs of powder, 
with which charge it threw a 90 Ib. projectile with a 
fearful roar a distance of 6,000 yards. There is not 
the least doubt, says the reporter, that had his piece 
been mounted so as to permit of its being fired ot « 
high degree of elevation, it would have thrown its 
ponderous shot a distance of 8,000 or 10,000 yards, a 
a distance that was never yet gained by any gun witha 
projectile of such weight. The experiments were con- 
tinued on Thursday in presence of Sir J. Burgoyne. 
Next Wednesday, the greatest trial of all will take 
place, when the 80-pounder will be mounted on a stand 
that will admit of its being fired at any elevation.
